Flames Jump the Street 

The flames leaped the street 
wiped out ‘the Strathmore Pharmacy, 
George Snaith, butcher, White's Gar- 
age, M. B, Garrett's grocery 
and Fred Cott’s butcher shop. 

The local firemen and yolunteers 
worked desperately, but the wind and 
water shortage were hard to overcome, 
The Calgary squad came when the 
water pressure exhausted and 
pumped from the C.P.R. artificial lake. 

A lumber yard, the old Maple Leaf 
hotel and Sid Hyde's residence were 
threatened and the firemen managed 
to beat out the flames,
